I arrived in Vietnam Jan. 1, 
1967, as a radio teletype 
operator. I was sent to Vung Tau 
and assigned to D Company, 
41st Signal Battalion, attached 
to the 39th Signal Battalion. 

I worked in the operations office 
and typed up a telephone book 
to be distributed. I was sent 
to Corpus Christi Bay, where 
I spent two weeks getting it 
printed. Photos of each page 
were taken and a plate made for 
each to print the book. I was 
lost on the ship most of the 
time, but the food was great. 
The article filled me in on the 
ship’s history and what it meant 
to our efforts during the war.

In early 1971, I was stationed 
in Vung Tau with the 330th 
Transportation Company as the 
noncommissioned officer in 
charge (NCOIC) of the machine 
shop. Although well-equipped, 
we didn’t have everything we

It was located several 
decks below, so I asked how 
they got the big machines and 
materials in and out of the 
shop. The permanent crew 
explained that they simply cut a 
hole in the side of the ship, 
loaded what they needed and 
welded the plates back in place.

I was assigned to the Vung 
Tau airfield as an aircraft 
armament repair facility NCOIC. 
Due to the high amount of 
M134 miniguns and M60 
machine guns received, we 
developed a quick-turnaround 
repair program. When the M60 
machines jammed, the rivets 
holding the receiver became 
loose. A civilian machinist at 
our shop manufactured a “GIG” 
and soldered the guns. We took 
this idea to Corpus Christi Bay 
and began a countrywide repair 
program, saving a lot of money.

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Cuts to medical billets 

Regarding Tom Philpott’s 
article concerning the planned 
decrease in uniformed medical 
personnel (Veterans Update, 
March), I know from experience 
that this is a bad idea. There 
needs to be redundancy in 
staffing of medical support units 
near the point of wounding. In 
my assignment as a physician 
triage officer at a Medical Unit, 
Self-contained, Transportable 
(MUST) unit in Vietnam, we had 
to be prepared at all times for 
mass-casualty events. 

Our unit was staffed with eight 
physicians. When our three ORs 
were occupied, that left two 
doctors to manage the 24-bed 
triage/admitting area and 
post-operative recovery units. 
That was adequate most of the 
time, but with regularity we 
would have to divert all our 
clinical attention to manage a 
critically wounded patient. 

In my clinical practice, we 
discovered that MBA-qualified 
clinical managers, marching to 
the drumbeat of efficiency, 
repeatedly short-staffed our 
clinics and hospital units. We 
finally persuaded them to 
acknowledge that we were 
managing the care of individuals 
with differing illness acuity and 
that they must make allowances 
for the necessary Manpower 
needs the situation may require.

I applaud a solutionist White 
House for urging a concrete 
Pentagon to “cut uniformed 
medical billets” to hone the point 
of combat medicine. Using more 
civilian doctors under DHA 


allows DoD to focus uniformed 
caregivers on war. What we can 
contract, we should, to thereby 
uplift combat care. 

As an Air Force tail gunner 
turned surgical medic turned 
Navy warship officer, I have 
needed front-line medicine and 
also have been a military 
caregiver. I have long found it 
odd that the Pentagon essentially 
ignored combat medicine, its 
most vital specialty, as if such 
expertise might magically 
appear in uniformed caregivers 
when needed. The 99 percent 
of work common to all medicine 
is not why we have combat 
medicine. It is a preparedness 
for moments of unique horror. 
It’s not inner-city gunshot care, 
but high-velocity shrapnel and 
blast care. These changes appear 
to parallel recent White House 
innovations in VA care.

COMMANDER'S MESSAGE 


To the Legionnaires who came before us 


Generations have come and gone. They were men and women who 
raised their right hands and swore to defend our nation in uniform. 
They followed and gave orders that could, at any moment, end their 
lives. For many, such was their destiny. 

Millions more came home from wartime service, took off their 
uniforms, pulled on American Legion caps and devoted themselves to 
community, state and nation. They honored their brothers and sisters in 
arms who did not come home. They vowed to search for the missing. 
They cared for families who lost loved ones. They fought in Washington 
for men and women who became disabled, unable to advocate on their 
own behalf due to wartime wounds, some invisible. They instilled hope 
and pride among young people whose futures of liberty were purchased 
on distant battlefields, seas and skies. Their programs and services 
revolved not around the combat they endured but around citizenship, 


compassion, respect, fairness and unity. This was, and still is, the legacy 


of our American Legion forebears. 

It is a fitting tribute to all Legionnaires who came before us that 
the U.S. Mint has struck a commemorative coin set to honor our 
organization and all it has meant to America. And it is a testament to 
the Legion’s identity that the congressional legislation necessary to 
authorize the centennial coin had more co-sponsors - 385 in the House 
and 75 in the Senate - than any commemorative coin bill in history. 

I cannot imagine the challenge of trying to engrave onto one coin, 
or even a set of coins, The American Legion’s legacy. Our story began 
in Paris over a century ago after a hard-won world war victory that sent 
more than 117,000 Americans to their graves and disabled hundreds of 
thousands more. It is a story that evolved in the years and decades that 
followed, to support innumerable young people who would come to 
appreciate U.S. military service, freedom and the flag to which they 
pledge allegiance. And so, on these coins, the legacy of our American 
Legion predecessors is etched into the faces of children honoring the 
flag, into the finely detailed wings of a bald eagle, the V for victory in 
the Great War, the Eiffel Tower in the city of our founding, and the 
emblem designed and patented by Lt. Col. Eric Fisher Wood, an author 
and engineer who volunteered to fight for his country and then served 
as first secretary of The American Legion. 

The founders are all gone now. The peace they fought to keep proved 
fleeting. Fisher Wood was recalled and commissioned a brigadier 
general in World War II, and was in theater when his son, a lieutenant, 
died during the Battle of the Bulge. Such was his destiny and the 
price we all know must occasionally be paid to protect the futures of 
generations yet to come. 

Much less fleeting are the values and ideals of The American Legion, 
which have been immortalized in memorials, monuments and now a 
coin set that will outlive us all and, hopefully, remind future citizens 
not only what is done when the flag of our nation passes, but why and 
in whose honor.

He’s proud of all that Post 6's Riders do for their 
community, from riding in parades and other patriotic 
events to participating in funerals for veterans whose 
cremated remains have long gone unclaimed. They also 
raise money for The American Legion’s Legacy Fund, 
which provides college scholarship money for children of 
post-9/11 veterans who died on active duty or havea 
combined VA disability rating of 50 percent or greater. 

As director of South Carolina’s American Legion Riders, 
Harrison appreciates the enthusiasm and support he sees 
at the department level for the Legacy Fund. South 
Carolina became the first department to organize an 
in-state Legacy Run to raise money for the scholarship 
trust. The department routinely ranks among the top five 
in Legacy Fund donations during The American Legion's 
national convention. 

When South Carolina started its own Legacy Run, “we 
weren't sure how the turnout was going to be,” he says. 
“Our Riders really took it to heights, and every year they 
get bigger. A lot of why they do it is for healing. For a lot of 
veterans struggling with depression, anger issues and that 
sort of thing, riding with the Legion Riders and having a 
cause you believe in - such as the Legacy Fund - gives 
them a feeling of worth. It gives them a feeling that they're 
giving back to their community and continuing to serve 
our country.”

The NATO Support Act 


SUPPORT

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
is the most successful military alliance in history. 
In addition to advancing America’s national 
security, the partnership has preserved peace, 
perpetuated economic prosperity and promoted 
democratic polity throughout 
the world. The NATO Support 
Act protects our nation’s 
presence in the alliance and 
the perseverance of this 
pivotal partnership. 

Created to “keep Soviets 
out, Americans in and 
Germans down,” NATO’s 
purpose has expanded since the end of the Cold 
War. As demonstrated by its quick - and only - 
invocation after 9/11, that promise guarantees that 
America will never fight another war alone. 

I saw that commitment firsthand when I served 
alongside NATO troops in Afghanistan. 

The alliance allows for constant coordination 
and collaboration in the continued fight against 
international terrorism, Russian aggression and 
cyberattacks. NATO has led Europe to become 
America’s chief military and diplomatic companion 
and its largest trading and investment partner. 
NATO’s commitment to democratic values, rule of 
law and human rights put the partnership at the 
core of the liberal world order. 

I authored the NATO Support Act to reaffirm 
America’s commitment to the alliance and reject 
funding for withdrawal from NATO without 
congressional approval. Furthermore, the act 
promulgates that our partners strive to pay 
2 percent of their GDP to NATO. The NATO 
Support Act has overwhelmingly bipartisan 
support in Congress, demonstrating a deep 
understanding and appreciation of why the United 
States should stay in NATO. It is more than a mere 
transactional relationship. 


THE HEART OF THE ISSUE 


The House of Representatives passed 
the NATO Support Act, which prohibits 
U.S. withdrawal from the alliance. 
Critics say it weakens President 
Trump’s ability to get NATO members 
to pay their fair share.

You can’t tell a bill by its title. A case in point is 
H.R. 676, the so-called NATO Support Act, which 
passed the House with only 22 dissenting votes 
- including mine. Ostensibly, it prohibits U.S. 
withdrawal from NATO and commits perpetual 
American support. But its 
real effect is to undercut 
President Trump’s efforts to 
get NATO countries to pay 
their fair share. 

We spend $685 million in 
direct support of NATO and 
$24.4 billion to support our 
presence in Europe. That’s 
about $200 a year from an average American 
household. No other NATO member spends more 
than 2.4 percent on its own defense. Twenty-four 
of its 29 member countries spend less than the 
2 percent of GDP required. NATO was formed to 
assist European nations in defending Europe, not 
to relieve them of their responsibility to defend 
themselves at America’s expense. 

President Trump’s demands that Europe pay its 
fair share are slowly shaming most of our NATO 
partners to increase their defense spending. Why 
would Congress want to undermine his efforts? 
Even under the broadest interpretation of the 
president’s power, he would have to give one 
year’s notice of an American withdrawal, which 
Congress could undo. So why the legislation? 

NATO continues to serve as an important 
mechanism of collective security and no one ina 
responsible position, including the president, has 
advocated its dissolution. But Europe’s reluctance 
to shoulder its fair share has fallen hard on U.S. 
taxpayers, and it is time to practice a little tough 
love. This will ultimately strengthen NATO by 
strengthening Europe’s commitment to it. 

The president deserves congressional support, 
not H.R. 676’s tsk-tsking.

Americans spend too much time on their backsides, and it’s hurting 
their health. 

People are settling for more sedentary activities at the expense of 
exercise. Many of our jobs are inactive, with long days spent sitting at a 
desk rather than engaged in physical activity that characterized so 
many occupations in the past. Then, when we get home, our leisure 
time is often dominated by watching TV, surfing the Web or reading. 
Even the way most of us get around - in cars, on buses and on trains 
- involves sitting. 

Too much sitting down can have serious consequences, though, 
leading to a range of health problems. Consider three lesser-known 
problems related to a sedentary lifestyle - varicose veins, pulmonary 
embolism and memory loss - and how you can help avoid them. 

Varicose veins are enlarged veins that usually occur on the legs and 
feet. They may be blue or dark purple, and often look lumpy, bulging or 
twisted. They occur when valves in the veins don’t function properly, 
causing blood to leak and flow backwards. This blood collects in the 
veins, which become swollen and enlarged. 

When you sit for long periods of time, your veins put more effort into 
pumping blood from the lower legs back to the heart, which makes 
them more prone to leaking and thus leading to varicose veins. This is 
especially true if you tend to sit with your legs bent. 

Research shows that a sedentary lifestyle also increases the risk of a 
pulmonary embolism, in which a blood clot travels up from the deep 
veins in the leg and eventually into a lung. The symptoms include chest

pain, difficulty breathing and coughing - and the condition can be fatal. 


One study that examined the habits of more than 80,000 people 
revealed that those who watched more than five hours of television a 
day were far more likely to suffer from potentially deadly clots. 

Another recent study explored the relationship between sedentary 
behavior and the brain, showing that people who spent more time 
sitting had thinner medial temporal lobes, the part of the brain 
associated with memory and learning. 

This suggests that sitting for long periods raises your chances of 
developing memory loss or even dementia.

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Four easy ways 
to be more active 


Your risk of developing these 
conditions - and others — can be 
significantly reduced with more 
exercise. But that doesn’t mean you 
have to suddenly start hitting the 
gym or going for long runs. Here are 
some gentle, easy ways to incorporate 
exercise into your daily routine: 
= Take a walk to work. If you drive to 
work or take public transport, set 
yourself a challenge. Park a few blocks 
farther away than you normally do, or 
get off the bus a stop or two earlier, 
and then walk briskly the rest of the 
way. This bit of exercise in the 
morning can make you feel energized 
and ready for the day ahead. 
= Ditch the elevator. If you can, take 
the stairs rather than getting in an 
elevator. Make this a regular habit and 
you'll soon see strength and 
endurance gains.

Diet soda dangers 


Surprising findings from a new 
study that suggest a link between 
diet soft drinks and stroke risk in 
postmenopausal women “give us 
pause,” according to the study’s lead 
author. 

As CBS reports, the massive study 
tracked some 82,000 women 
between ages 50 and 79 across 12 
years, revealing that women who 
drank two or more diet drinks per 
day saw their overall stroke risk rise 
by 23 percent. 

The main cause of these strokes 
was artery blockage, with the study 
revealing that “heavy diet drink 
consumption (was) linked to a 
31-percent-greater risk for an 
ischemic stroke, which is triggered 
by a clot.” 

Lead author Yasmin Mossavar- 
Rahmani, associate professor at 
New York City’s Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine, emphasized 
that “association does not imply 
causation.” However, she added, 
“we can't assume these diet drinks 
are harmless, particularly when 
consumed at high levels.” 

In addition to the possible 
correlation to strokes, the study 
found that women who drank two 
or more diet drinks per day saw their 
overall risk for developing heart 
disease increase by 29 percent.

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Drink to your thirst 


Dehydration can hit at any time, and it demands attention. 

“Our bodies are designed to operate with the same concentration of particles in 
our bodily fluids at all times,” says Mark Zeidel, chairman of the Department of 
Medicine at Beth Israel Deaconess Medical Center in Boston. “Otherwise, it can 
lead to kidney and brain damage, even death.” 

Most fluids offer some level of hydration, as do fruits and vegetables. Watch out 
for heavy doses of salt in some vegetable juices, says Zeidel, adding that it’s also 
best to avoid artificial sweeteners; they can trick your body, resulting in the 
ingestion of more food and sugars than your system needs. Plain or sparkling 
water, coffee and milk are all good, but going heavy on fluids with too much sugar, 
or high levels of salt, can trigger other problems. 

Energy drinks are another matter, Zeidel says. 

“You can be all right with things like Gatorade, which focuses on replacing water 
and electrolytes ... (but) then you get to the drinks that load up on caffeine, that 
can create dependency, mess with your sleep cycle, even lead to heart rhythm 
problems,” he says. “Some have even taken to mixing them with alcohol, which 
makes a bad thing worse.” 

Humans lose the equivalent of eight to 12 cups of water daily, and the best way 
to track your hydration is to monitor your urine. 

“If your urine is dark yellow or cloudy, your kidneys are telling your body to hold 
onto water,” Zeidel says. “As long as your kidneys can adapt, things are OK. It’s 
when you get so far behind your kidneys can’t keep up that you get into trouble.” 

Beth Kitchin, assistant professor in the University of Alabama at Birmingham’s 
Department of Nutrition Sciences, points out that it’s dangerous to go to the other 
extreme. Excess hydration, if chronic, can cause a drop in the sodium level in the 
blood, triggering nausea, headaches, convulsions and, in extreme cases, even 
death. Balance is key. 

The bottom line: listen to your body. “Drink to your thirst,” Zeidel says. “Your 
body will tell you how much to take in daily. The whole goal is to keep your body 
chemistry constant.”

Blue Water vets put hope in appeals win

A stunning U.S. Court of Appeals for the Federal 
Circuit ruling fortifies the cases of approximately 
70,000 Blue Water Navy veterans who for 20 years 
have been denied disability benefits for ailments 
associated with exposure to Agent Orange and 
other defoliants used during the Vietnam War. 

In its Jan. 29 decision, the court ruled 9-2 in 
Procopio v. Wilkie that its 2008 landmark ruling in 
Haas v. Peake was decided 
wrongly against veterans 
who served aboard ship off 
Vietnam during the war. 

In Haas, the court had 
upheld VA’s narrowed 
interpretation of the 1991 
Agent Orange Act - that 
Congress meant to exclude 
shipboard veterans from 
benefits if they patrolled 
territorial seas off Vietnam 
but never came ashore. 

What the court failed to 
recognize in deciding Haas, lawyers for plaintiff 
Alfred Procopio Jr. argued, is that Congress 
intentionally used the formal name for the 
sovereign coastal nation, mandating that benefits 
go to veterans with “service in the Republic of 
Vietnam.” 

Under international law, that title includes 
territorial seas, so benefits should be available to 
veterans who served off the coast and developed 
diseases linked to defoliant exposure, the appeals 
court now agrees. Procopio suffers from prostate 
cancer and type 2 diabetes, two of 14 conditions 
on VA’s list of ailments associated with Agent 
Orange exposure and triggering benefits if 
veterans served in Vietnam between Jan. 9, 1962,

and May 7, 1975, when the conflict officially ended. 


The critical and still unanswered question in the 
wake of the decision was whether the Trump 
administration would appeal to the Supreme 
Court, or accept the Procopio decision and begin to 
pay disability claims filed by Blue Water Navy 
veterans afflicted with one or more presumptive 
diseases. The Justice Department had 90 days or 
until late April to decide, but it could request an 
extension of time to review its options. 

Testifying before the House Veterans’ Affairs 
Committee after the ruling, VA Secretary Robert 
Wilkie suggested the Justice Department decision 
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on whether to appeal might turn on what advice it 
receives from other departments. 

“T won’t comment on the merits of the decision, 
because that’s a pre-decisional argument the 
Justice Department is still going through,” Wilkie 
told committee chairman Rep. Mark Takano, 
D-Calif. “But (I) will say that if the decision stands 
we are ready to meet the dictates of that decision” 
by asking Congress to 
expand VA’s resources based 
on “the population we will 
have to help.” 

Considering the results of 
other class-action victories 
on behalf of plaintiffs, Wilkie 
added that if the decision 
stands, VA will have to not 
only support those who 
served in those waters, “but 
we will have to look to their 
families and their estates. 
Right now, I don’t know the 
numbers who would be impacted.” 

Takano asked whether Wilkie will recommend 
the decision not be appealed. 

“T have not given them any detailed response 
other than to say we will follow the dictates of the 
court,” Wilkie replied. He added, however, “there 
are considerations of that decision that impact the 
State Department and Department of Defense that 
I have no insight into,” having to do with “the 
actual definition of a nation-state.” 

Two weeks later, The American Legion and other 
veterans groups signed a letter to President Trump 
urging that he direct the Justice Department not to 
appeal Procopio, and direct Wilkie to implement 
the decision immediately by providing Agent 
Orange benefits to Blue Water Navy veterans. 

One of Procopio’s attorneys, retired Navy Cmdr. 
John B. Wells, executive director of the nonprofit 
Military-Veterans Advocacy of Slidell, La., said he 
is sure Procopio and Blue Water Navy vets will 
triumph even if the administration appeals to the 
Supreme Court. 

“T’m just as confident on that, if not more 
confident than we were that we were going to 
prevail at the federal circuit,” Wells said.

Trump’s Tariff Gambit 


History suggests the pathway to fair trade is free trade. 


othing says “USA” quite like a Ford 
Mustang - except, perhaps, a Toyota 
Camry. 

The Camry includes more domestic content 
(78.5 percent) than the Mustang (76 percent). In 
fact, according to the Made in America Auto 
Index, even the cars equipped with the most 
American content (Chevy Traverse, Buick Enclave 
and GMC Acadia) rely on foreign sources for 
about 15 percent of their parts. 

A similar picture emerges when we pivot from 
Fords to smartphones. With the iPhone’s 
manufacturing process spread across China, 
South Korea, Japan, Germany and the United 
States, where exactly is Apple’s ubiquitous phone 
made? Likewise, Honda and Toyota have plants in 
Ohio, Alabama, Indiana, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Kentucky, Texas, Mississippi 
and West Virginia. 

These snapshots underscore that 21st-century

trade is literally international and intricately 
integrated. Trying to reconfigure this global 
trading system, retreat from it or hide behind a 
wall of protectionist tariffs will not be easy or 
painless for the United States. 


DISASTER Before getting into the benefits of 
free trade, it’s worth noting that protectionism 
has deep roots in America. The Tariff Act of 1789 
was the first significant bill passed by Congress. 
Tariffs were the main revenue source for the 
federal government throughout the 19th century. 
As late as 1915, customs duties, or tariffs, 
represented 30.1 percent of federal revenues. 

In the intervening century - long before 
President Trump imposed tariffs on imports from 
China, Canada, Mexico and Europe - Presidents

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Gerald Ford and Jimmy Carter levied fees/tariffs 
on foreign oil, President Ronald Reagan on 
Japanese TVs and computers, President George 
W. Bush on steel, and President Barack Obama 
on tires. 

However, the general trend has been to lower 
trade barriers. It has been many decades since 
the world has seen U.S. tariffs of the scale and 
scope Trump has unleashed. 

Critics of Trump’s approach to trade forget that 
the free-trade consensus began eroding before he 
took office. In 2008, Obama called NAFTA “an 
enormous problem,” declared that “NAFTA needs 
to be amended” and threatened to “opt out.” Both 
Obama and then-Sen. Hillary Clinton opposed 
trade deals with South Korea, Colombia and 
Panama, though the former ultimately signed 
free-trade agreements (FTAs) with all three as 
president. 

In 2016, Trump labeled NAFTA “a disaster.” He 
also opposed the Trans-Pacific Partnership (TPP), 
which originally enfolded the United States and 
11 other Pacific Rim nations. “The TPP is a 
horrible deal,” he said. 

In her 2016 presidential campaign, Clinton 
vowed, “I will stop any trade deal that kills jobs 
or holds down wages, including the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership ... I’ll oppose it as president.” 

Once in office, Trump withdrew from the TPP, 
threatened to withdraw from NAFTA, levied 
tariffs on Canada, Mexico and Europe, and 
announced plans to add up to $200 billion in 
tariffs on Chinese imports. 

These politicians are responding to what 
Americans are feeling. In 2008, 58 percent of 
voters saw global trade as “bad because it has 
subjected American companies and employees to 
unfair competition.” By 2016, only 29 percent of 
Americans said NAFTA had been good for 
America. Today, 52 percent of Americans support 
new tariffs on Chinese imports. 

There’s an argument to be made for protecting 
U.S. industries, especially industries connected to 
national security. “Maintaining the production of 
American steel is extremely important to our 
national security and our defense industrial 
base,” Trump explains. 

Adam Smith, the father of free-market 
economics, would agree. “When some particular 
sort of industry is necessary for the defense of the 
country,” he explained, it is appropriate “to lay 
some burden upon foreign, for the encouragement 
of domestic industry.” 

The counterpoint when it comes to Trump’s 
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tariffs on steel and aluminum from Canada, 
Mexico and Europe is that Canada, Mexico and 
Europe are among America’s closest allies. None 
of them has manipulated the supply of vital 
materials in the postwar era. 


BARRIERS Even with its periodic protectionist 
impulses, the United States has generally been 
more inclined to free trade and open markets 
than to mercantilism (the pursuit of trade surplus 
through protectionism) and autarky (the pursuit 
of economic self-sufficiency). 

The Federalist Papers, for instance, discuss 
“products for exportation,” “foreign commerce” 
and “maritime commerce.” 

President Thomas Jefferson fought a war to 
ensure access to Mediterranean markets. 

President Woodrow Wilson argued for 
“removal, so far as possible, of all economic 
barriers and the establishment of an equality of 
trade conditions.” 

President Franklin Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill’s Atlantic Charter called for “access, on 
equal terms, to the trade and to the raw materials 
of the world” and “the fullest collaboration 
between all nations in the economic field.” If 
economic nationalism and closed-off markets 
sowed the seeds of war, they reasoned, then the 
postwar world would need to be characterized by 
free trade and a liberal economic system. 

After the war, the United States midwifed a 
free-trade zone in western Europe, transformed 
Germany and Japan into liberal economies, and 
constructed an ever-widening network of 
international trade agreements. 

Calling for a “freer system of trade,” President 
Dwight Eisenhower concluded, “The free world 
can no longer afford ... arbitrary restraints on 
trade.” 

President John Kennedy proposed the “gradual 
elimination of tariffs here in the United States 
and in the Common Market” and argued that 
“increased imports stimulate our own efforts to 
increase efficiency.” 

Reagan believed that a U.S.-Canada-Mexico 
trade deal would unleash economic potential 
beyond which “any of them - strong as they are 
- could accomplish in the absence of such 
cooperation.” 

NAFTA was signed by President George H.W. 
Bush and implemented by President Bill Clinton. 
President George W. Bush negotiated the FTAs 
with Panama, Colombia and South Korea. 

No trade deal is perfect. But NAFTA - what

Obama called “an enormous problem” - generates total trade flows 
of $1.2 trillion (up 250 percent since 1993, the year prior to NAFTA). 
Manufacturing exports to NAFTA partners are up 258 percent from 
1993. U.S. exports to Mexico (up 455 percent) and Canada (up 165 
percent) have exploded under NAFTA. And its critics forget how 
intertwined and interdependent North American supply chains now 
are. Cars built in the Great Lakes region “cross the U.S.-Canada 
border half a dozen times as they are assembled,” according to the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, while trade with Canada and Mexico 
supports 14 million American jobs. 

Similarly, Oxford Economics concludes that U.S.-China trade 
supports 2.6 million American jobs - and that if the iPhone were 
assembled entirely in the United States, it would cost $100 more 
per unit. 


OPTIONS Free trade has expanded where we sell our crops, goods 
and services - and where we spend our money. 

We Americans have the means to purchase lots of stuff. But we 
want to get the most for our money. That’s where trade comes into 
play - imports drive down costs for U.S. consumers by expanding 
purchasing options - and how trade deficits emerge. While voting 
patterns suggest the American people support protectionism, our 
buying habits say otherwise. We buy iPhones, laptops and TVs 
assembled in China; vegetables, beef, petroleum and car parts from 
Mexico and Canada; machinery and cars from Japan, Korea and 
Germany; clothing and footwear from Vietnam. The list goes on. 

Not coincidentally, the United States runs trade deficits with 
China, the EU, Japan and Mexico. Of course, what the term “trade 
deficit” means is that U.S. consumers have chosen to use their 
money to purchase more stuff from China, Europe, Japan and 
Mexico than they’ve sold to China, Europe, Japan and Mexico. (We 
don’t hear about America’s trade surpluses with Australia, Brazil, 
Canada, Chile and Turkey.) In this system of free exchange, 
Americans get the stuff they want while our trade partners get the 
economic resources they want. No one forces either side to engage 
in this trade of stuff for money. 

This is not dissimilar from how a typical household deploys its 
economic resources: instead of raising livestock and crops, most of 
us go to the grocery store. Instead of knitting our own clothes and 
cobbling our own shoes, we order shirts and shoes online. Instead 
of toiling against weeds, we hire a lawn-care company. Instead of 
exposing ourselves to pests and poisons, we call an exterminator. 
Yet we don’t worry about having a trade deficit with Walmart, L.L. 
Bean, TruGreen or Orkin. As Smith observed, “It is the maxim of 
every prudent master of a family never to attempt to make at home 
what it will cost him more to make than to buy.” This principle of 
free exchange applies to households and nations alike: “What is 
prudence in the conduct of every private family can scarce be folly 
in that of a great kingdom.” 

There are real reasons to get tough with Beijing - its piecemeal 
annexation of the South China Sea, industrial-scale cyberespionage, 
contempt for intellectual property and human rights, onerous 
entrance costs for access to the Chinese market - but the mere 
existence of a trade deficit is not one of them. 
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Moreover, attacking the China trade deficit 
with tariffs won’t have a significant effect on the 
structural-institutional-political causes of 
Beijing’s malign actions - and will likely hurt 
U.S. consumers and producers more than it hurts 
China’s state-owned enterprises. It’s akin to a 
doctor treating your earache by subjecting your 
spouse to chemotherapy. Not only is it the wrong 
treatment, it’s given to the wrong patient. “Let’s 
absolutely take on Chinese bad behavior,” says 
Sen. Ben Sasse, R-Neb., “but with a plan that 
punishes them instead of us.” 

Since the rest of the world is also alarmed by 
China’s behavior, it would make sense to create a 
common front against China by partnering with 
friends in Europe, the Americas and Asia in 
using trade as a tool to encourage better behavior 
in Beijing. Washington’s tariff salvos seem to 
have done the opposite. 


KINDLING Trump argues he’s trying “to 

bring fairness into trade.” To his credit, he has 
proposed a “no tariffs, no barriers” G-7. European 
Commission President Jean-Claude Juncker and 
Trump have agreed to work toward “zero tariffs” 
and “zero subsidies on non-auto industrial 
goods.” And both Mexico and Canada agreed to 
refurbish - and rename - the NAFTA treaty, 
which is now called the United States-Mexico- 
Canada Agreement, or USMCA. 

Yet we’re a long way from a brave new world 
without tariffs. The worry is that Trump’s no- 
tariffs-or-more-tariffs ultimatum may not only 
fail to lower foreign tariffs - it could trigger a 
full-blown trade war. 

In response to Trump’s tariffs on steel and 
aluminum, for instance, the European Union 
(EU) retaliated with tariffs on American jeans, 
orange juice, motorcycles, cigarettes and corn. 
Mexico slapped tariffs on American whiskey 
and agriculture. China targeted U.S. soybeans 
and crude oil. Canada responded with tariffs on 
U.S. ketchup, lawnmowers, coffee and candy. 
India added levies on U.S. apples, nuts and 
coiled metal. 

Ultimately, Americans bear these costs. 
Reacting to a new 20 percent U.S. tariff, LG 
raised the price of its washers and dryers by $50. 
Coca-Cola passed along to consumers increased 
costs associated with aluminum and steel tariffs. 
Soybean prices fell 40 cents a bushel after 
Beijing unleashed its own volley of tariffs. As the 
Financial Times reports, that translates into a 
$12,000 loss for a typical soybean farmer. 
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Things could get worse. Administration threats 
to increase tariffs on European cars by 25 percent 
- which would up the cost of a typical European- 
built car sold in the United States by $11,700 - 
drew a warning from the EU that it was prepared 
to retaliate with $294 billion in tariffs. 

“We fool ourselves if we think trade wars can’t 
happen again,” my Fraser Institute colleague Fred 
McMahon observes. He explains how the idea 
behind the 1930 Smoot-Hawley legislation “was to 
protect U.S. farmers with a higher tariff. But as it 
moved through Congress, the political game 
became ‘if you support my tariff, P11 support 
yours’ —- until 890 tariffs were raised.” 

The rest of the world responded in kind, and 
the result was disastrous. Between 1929 and 
1934, world trade fell by 66 percent, U.S. imports 
from Europe by 70 percent, U.S. exports to 
Europe by 66.5 percent. This served as dry 
kindling for the Depression. 

“The fallout of a global trade war would be 
worse today,” McMahon contends. “At the time of 
Smoot-Hawley, international trade equaled only a 
few percentage points of GDP; today, U.S. imports 
and exports equal 30 percent of U.S. GDP.” 

Trump says, “Trade wars are good, and easy to 
win.” History says otherwise. 

Moreover, history suggests the pathway to fair 
trade is free trade. FTAs have steadily leveled the 
playing field and made international trade fairer: 
there were 23 regional trade agreements in 1988; 
by 2012, there were 233. This proliferation of 
trade deals whittled the average applied tariff 
rate from 33.96 percent to 2.88 percent. 

If any country could wall itself off from the 
world and make autarky work, it’s the United 
States, with its vast agricultural, technological, 
industrial and natural resources. 

However, it wouldn’t work as well for the 
American people as free trade. Americans are 
richer and freer to pursue their talents precisely 
because we trade goods and services around 
the world. And trade barriers are lower today 
than they’ve been in centuries precisely because 
the United States has led the way in promoting 
“the greatest possible freedom of trade,” in 
Roosevelt’s words. 

Perhaps Trump’s tariffs will succeed at 
convincing other nations to lower trade barriers. 
But given the history he’s up against, there’s no 
guarantee. &

NM emories 
whisper to 


Al Dunaway as he 
walks slowly but 
purposefully 
through Grand 
Canyon Pioneer 
Cemetery. 

“Tt’s like going 
back to your old 
home place to see 
old friends,” says 
Dunaway, adjutant 
and service officer 
for John Ivens 
American Legion 
Post 42 in Grand 
Canyon, Ariz. 

“T got a lot of old friends right here I’m coming to 
visit. | have memories of each one as I walk by - 
things I did with them, good times we had, bad 
times we had. You stop and think about all of it 
with each one of ’em.” 

Dunaway, a Navy veteran, is no ordinary visitor 
to the cemetery on the grounds of Grand Canyon 
National Park. He’s the primary caretaker, a role 
filled by Post 42 since the cemetery’s dedication in 
1928. Of its roughly 400 graves, approximately 80 
are the final resting places for veterans - some 
dating back as far as the Spanish-American War. 

From the park’s founding, Post 42 has conducted 
Memorial Day observances there. Throughout the 
year, post members maintain the U.S. flags and 
bronze American Legion grave markers. They also 
perform honor guard duties. 

About 15 years ago, Dunaway received a call 
from John Horning, who said he’d pay for an honor 
guard for the funeral of his father, Charles. 

“Your dad already paid for it,” Dunaway recalls 
saying. “When he jumped at Normandy, and when 
he jumped at Arnhem, and when he went to 
Bastogne with the 101st Airborne Division. My 
God, he paid in full. You don’t owe anything. 
We're just fulfilling the contract with him.” 

The 2-acre cemetery was established in 1924, 
but some of its graves are even older. In addition to 
veterans, those interred include Grand Canyon 
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For 90 years, John Ivens American Legion Post 42 has watched over 
the historic Grand Canyon Pioneer Cemetery.

The cemetery is 
now out of room, 
though it continues 
burials for people 
who have a spouse 
or immediate family 
member already 
interred there. 

Visitors enter 
through a gateway arch, dedicated by members of 
Post 42 on May 30, 1928. Birds and other wildlife 
make the cemetery their home, surrounded by 
large ponderosa pines that cast long shadows. Pine 
cones, leaves and brush partially cover the area’s 
dusty footpaths. 

“You'll hear the sound of the wind in the trees, 
and ravens and other animals around will make 
noises,” Dunaway says. “Sometimes you get 
echoes coming back out of the canyon. We’ve done 
taps here for a funeral - actually, echo taps, 
because it was echoing back out of the canyon 
while a bugler was playing. It’s a peaceful, quiet 
place that makes you relaxed and comfortable 
when you come here.” 

Dunaway pauses at various graves, sharing 
stories about his mentors, fellow post members 
and other friends. He helped bury many of them. 

“They deserve a nice, quiet resting place,” he 
says. “They are my brothers and sisters. They 
served, just like I did. They’re gone. I’m still 
here. So it behooves me to watch over them and 
respect them, and to take pride in what I do here. 
It’s an honor.” &

N? local charters had yet been 
approved when veterans 
who gathered at the formative 
May 8-10, 1919, St. Louis Caucus 
of The American Legion 
determined that posts should not 
be named for living people. Thus, 
across the country and around 
the world, local posts became 
memorial shrines to those who 
served, sacrificed and strength- 
ened America through history - 
from Army Capt. Carter C. 
Hanner of Stillwater, Okla., who 
died Oct. 8, 1918, in the Meuse- 
Argonne, to Illinois National 
Guard Sgt. Shawna Morrison, 
who lost her life in a mortar 
attack in Iraq on Sept. 5, 2004. 
Namesakes are enshrined in 
glass cases, displayed on walls or 
documented on the Legion’s 
centennial website (legion.org/ 
centennial), paying homage to 


those who fell in defense of the 
nation. Thousands who became 
post namesakes made the 
ultimate sacrifice before The 
American Legion was formed. 

The Legion’s vow to “preserve 
the memories and incidents of 
our associations in the Great 
Wars” is illustrated by more than 
2,400 memorials uploaded to the 
Legion’s centennial database 
since it was introduced in 2016 
(legion.org/memorials). 

As walls, statues, bridges, 
gazebos, benches and even 
stadiums arose throughout the 
century to honor military 
sacrifice, the Legion has worked 
to ensure that no generation 
forgets the cost of freedom, 
regardless of war era or location. 

The Legion’s legacy of honor 
and remembrance is immense, 
with numerous examples. 
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<THE TOMB OF THE 
UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


American Legion founding leader 
Hamilton Fish introduced legislation 
during his first term in Congress to 
memorialize an unknown fallen U.S. 
soldier of the Great War. The bill, 
with backing from the newly 
formed American Legion, passed to 
entomb at Arlington National 
Cemetery one unknown soldier 
buried in France. On Memorial Day 
1921, Sgt. Edward F. Younger, a 
combat veteran, chose one fallen 
comrade from four caskets lined up 
in France. The chosen one was sent 
to Washington, where on Nov. 11, 
1921, surrounded by the Allied 
generals of the Great War and 
members of The American Legion, 
President Warren G. Harding 
dedicated the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. 


The American Legion has 
maintained a deep connection with 
the tomb, calling for and achieving 
overnight surveillance in 1926 and 
24-hour armed guarding in 1937, 
which continue today by the 3rd U.S. 
Infantry Regiment, the “Old Guard.” 
The remains of unknown soldiers 
from World War Il and the Korean 
War were added in 1958, and were 
presented the Medal of Honor by 
President Eisenhower. In 1969, for its 
50th anniversary, The American 
Legion raised nearly $200,000 as a 
gift to the nation to install lighting at 
he tomb. President Ronald Reagan 
served as next of kin to the Vietnam 
War unknown, placed in the tomb in 
984, who was later identified 
hrough DNA testing, removed and 
returned to his family.

In October 2000, The American Legion Overseas Graves 
Decoration Trust Fund was authorized to allocate $25,000 to 
help repair and restore the Lafayette Escadrille Memorial near 
Paris, built in 1928. A massive memorial crypt containing 
sarcophagi of 68 American aviators who died fighting with the 
French as part of the unique squadron, the site was restored in 
2015 and 2016. A year later, its ownership was transferred to the 
American Battle Monuments Commission.

Resolution 288, passed at the 67th American Legion 
National Convention Aug. 27, 1985, calls for designation 
of a POW/MIA Empty Chair at official meetings of The 
American Legion, as a physical symbol of the thousands 
of American POW/MIAs still unaccounted for. The 
message, recited prayerfully, is as follows: 


This table, set for one, is small, symbolizing 
the frailty of one prisoner, alone against 
his or her suppressors. 


The tablecloth is white, symbolic of 
the purity of their intentions to respond 
to their country’s call to arms. 


The single red rose in the vase signifies 

the blood they may have shed in sacrifice to 
ensure the freedom of our beloved United States 
of America. This rose also reminds us of the family 
and friends of our missing comrades who keep 
the faith, while awaiting their return. 


The yellow ribbon on the vase represents the 
yellow ribbons worn on the lapels of the 
thousands who demand, with unyielding 
determination, a proper accounting of our 
comrades who are not among us tonight. 


A slice of lemon on the plate reminds us 
of their bitter fate. 


The salt sprinkled on the plate reminds us 
of the countless fallen tears of families as they wait. 


The glass is inverted. 
They cannot toast with us this night. 


The chair is empty. They are not here. 


The candle is reminiscent of the light of hope 
which lives in our hearts to illuminate their way 
home, away from their captors, to the open arms 
of a grateful nation. Let us pray to the supreme 
commander that all of our comrades will soon 
be back within our ranks.

An Oregonian’s place in the Legion's birth 


Founder George A. White had ‘a great vision to fulfill a great need.’

He was a beloved soldier, family man, 
Oregonian and visionary co-founder of The 
American Legion. And George A. White's 
legacy infused a gathering of veterans, 
families and dignitaries who packed Post 10 
in Albany, Ore., on March 15 to mark the 
100th birthday of the nation’s largest 
veterans service organization. 

“He was there from the very beginning,” 
Oregon Alternate National Executive 
Committeeman Andy Millar said. “He was a 
true Legionnaire.” 

In January 1919, Lt. Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr. invited White, William Donovan - future 
founder of U.S. intelligence services — and engineer and 
architect Eric Fisher Wood to dinner to discuss low morale 
among American troops. The war-weary soldiers were 
apprehensive about returning home to an uncertain future 
after enduring brutal combat on the Western Front. At a 
meeting of 20 officers a month later, it was White who 
proposed a large gathering of servicemembers to discuss 
these issues. As many as 1,000 American troops attended 
what became known as the Paris Caucus beginning on 
March 15, 1919, which formed The American Legion. 

When Roosevelt and White first discussed launching an 
organization to represent American veterans of the Great 
War, “the question was, ‘Who is going to take care of the 
boys when they all get home? Who is going to care about 
them and their jobs?’ Because at that juncture, there was no 
Veterans Administration,” American Legion Past National 
Commander Charles E. Schmidt said. “And because there 
were some boys who would never go home, there were 
widows and orphans. Who was going to take care of them? 
Little did they know, it would be them.”

White served with the Utah artillery 
during the Spanish-American War, then 
joined the Oregon National Guard and led a 
cavalry unit during the Mexican expedition 
of 1916-1917. Oregon’s 3rd Regiment - which 
he commanded - was the first National 
Guard unit ready to go to the front when 
the United States entered World War I. 
White became one of Gen. John Pershing’s 
personal aides and was at his side when the 
Armistice was signed Nov. 11, 1919, in France. 

White was elected secretary of the 
Legion’s first National Executive Committee. 
He and another Oregonian, Robert Follet, were two of the 
first national vice commanders. Because of his experience at 
The Salt Lake Tribune and Portland's The Oregonian, White 
also became the first editor of The American Legion Weekly. 

White returned to his post as adjutant general of the 
Oregon National Guard. He fell ill while training Oregon’s 
Alst Division and died of pneumonia Nov. 23, 1941. “The 
doctor told him, ‘You are going to die if you don’t get bed 
rest,” said Pamela Pearson-Craig, White's great- 
granddaughter. White believed readying his troops was 
more important given the prospect that the United States 
was on the brink of another war. 

Pearson-Craig grew up hearing story after story about her 
great-grandfather’s influence. “It’s nothing short of amazing 
that he and other founding fathers had a great vision to 
fulfill a great need,” she said. “It is wonderful that The 
American Legion is still going strong. This would make him 
very happy - to know one of his many legacies lives on.”

Happy 100th birthday, American Legion 


The American Legion’s 15-month Centennial Celebration started last 
August at the 100th National Convention, and ends on Veterans Day. But 
right in the middle, on March 15, came the Legion’s true 100th birthday: the 
anniversary of the start of the Paris Caucus. 

National Commander Brett Reistad attended a gala put on by Jackson- 
Perks Post 71 in Charles Town, W.Va., where he cut the cake and delivered 
remarks. “We could have had an elaborate ball in Washington, D.C., or 
perhaps a ritzy celebration in Paris, but that’s not what The American Legion 
is all about,” he said. “The heart and soul of The American Legion is found in 
our community posts.” 

Don Chandler, a department vice commander and 49-year member, 
appreciated Reistad’s visit. “When you think of all of the people who belong 
to The American Legion and all of the places the commander could be, it’s 
amazing that he chose historic Charles Town,” Chandler said. 

Posts and departments marked the occasion with events big and small: 
= Department of Connecticut Commander Tom Flowers and National Vice 
Commander Paul Spedaliere invited Buck-Dubiel Post 101, along with the 
entire department, to join them in attending the state’s recognition of The 
American Legion’s centennial at the State Capitol in Hartford on March 13. 
= Eagan (Minn.) High School hosted a ceremony March 15 to officially 
rename Eagan American Legion Post 594 in honor of 2005 graduate Daniel 
R. Olsen, who was killed in action in Iraq. In addition to the Legion's birthday, 
the 15th was also Olsen's; he would have been 32. 
= More than 300 attended a Department of Ohio gala in Columbus March 15 
that included remarks from State Treasurer Robert Sprague, a Buckeye Boys 
State alum and great-grandson of Ralph D. Cole, a Legion founder. 
= Laramore-Osborne Post 100 in Royse City, Texas, hosted a birthday event 
on March 15 at the Military Heritage Collection of North Texas. 
= New York Legionnaire Keith Koster completed his personal centennial 
challenge of summiting each of the 49 Adirondack peaks on March 17.

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Reistad: Congress must keep 
commitment to military, vets 


Addressing a joint session of the House and Senate Committees 
on Veterans’ Affairs on Feb. 27, American Legion National 
Commander Brett Reistad highlighted the organization's efforts in 
aiding members of the Coast Guard during the government 
shutdown - and called on Congress and the administration to 
adhere to their constitutional responsibility to support the military. 

“Mission’ is a word that we take very seriously - something that 
has been forged into us since our first day of basic training,” 
Reistad said. “It is an inner fortitude that tells us that no matter 
what it takes, we will accomplish the task at hand. We have seen 
this clearly demonstrated by the men and women of the U.S. Coast 
Guard, who despite a stoppage of pay continued to deploy more 
than 2,000 members a day at sea and ashore.” 

During the shutdown, The American Legion provided financial 
assistance totaling more than $1 million to Coast Guard families. 
“Pay uncertainty is difficult for everyone, but especially those who 
by contract are required to continue working and risking their lives 
in an occupation that provides, at best, modest pay,” Reistad said. 

He also spoke about the high rate of suicides among post-9/11 
veterans, saying that PTSD, TBI and the feelings of loss of purpose 
or belonging reported by veterans who attempt suicide “are either 
preventable or treatable.” He called it “the mission of every 
Legionnaire, every veteran, every employee of DoD and VA, and 
every member of Congress” to end the suicide epidemic. 

Reistad shared The American Legion’s concerns about 
privatizating VA, as well as implementation of the VA MISSION Act. 

“The American Legion does not oppose Choice, but we 
adamantly oppose any plan that would gut the best health-care 
system in the country. The central fact remains that nobody 
understands the unique health-care needs of the veteran 
population better than the professionals at VA.” 

Finally, Reistad reminded Congress that the Legion’s founders 
made caring for veterans their life’s work. “It’s tempting to say 
‘Mission accomplished,’ but that implies our work is done. | prefer 
to say, ‘Mission still being accomplished.’ | invite all members of 
Congress to join us in a mission to make a better America.” 
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LEGION Act in Congress 


A bill that would expand membership eligibility 
for The American Legion was introduced March 8 in 
the House of Representatives. The Let Everyone Get 
Involved in Opportunities for National Service Act 
- aka the LEGION Act - is a bipartisan effort 
introduced by Reps. Lou Correa, D-Calif, and Ben 
Cline, R-Va., with Rep. Gil Cisneros, D-Calif., an 
original co-sponsor. The bill was introduced Feb. 14 
in the Senate by Sens. Kyrsten Sinema, D-Ariz., and 
Thom Tillis, R-N.C. 

In congressional testimony Feb. 27, National 
Commander Brett Reistad called on Congress to 
take action to amend The American Legion’s 
charter, thereby giving tens of thousands of 
veterans access to the organization's programs and 
benefits. The LEGION Act would expand 
membership eligibility to honorably discharged 
veterans who served on federal orders in 
unrecognized times of war since World War Il.

Legion makes 
case to keep 
Bladensburg 
Memorial

Roughly five miles from where a memorial has recognized the sacrifice of 49 
World War | veterans since 1925, The American Legion fought for its 
preservation during oral arguments Feb. 27 at the U.S. Supreme Court. 

At the heart of the controversy is whether the Bladensburg World War | 
Veterans Memorial can remain on public land amid other veterans memorials in 
Prince George’s County, Md. The constitutional test is known as the First 
Amendment's Establishment Clause, which bars the government from 
establishing an official religion and favoring one over another. 

In 1925, The American Legion and Gold Star Mothers erected the 40-foot 
memorial as a tribute to Prince George’s County veterans who died during 
World War I. The cross shape was selected by the Gold Star Mothers to 
represent their sons’ resting place in Europe. 

The memorial stood peacefully for decades until the American Humanist 
Association filed suit, claiming it violated the First Amendment. 

The American Legion was represented by the legal teams at First Liberty 
Institute and Jones Day. Aligning with them was the state of Maryland, which 
owns and maintains the memorial. More than 50 American Legion members 
and Gold Star Mothers showed support outside the courthouse. 

“This is a really important day,” said Kelly Shackleford, president and CEO of 
First Liberty Institute. “Almost 100 years ago ... mothers who lost their sons in 
World War I, as well as The American Legion, decided to put up a memorial for 
those who had given the ultimate sacrifice. It was put up to honor the 49 young 
men who gave their lives for our country. And the idea that we are talking today 
about whether we are going to tear down this memorial is really a disgrace.” 

The Bladensburg memorial was funded privately, and the property where it 
stands was in private hands when it was erected. However, now it sits on land 
owned by a governmental agency. 

To American Legion National Commander Brett Reistad, it is unthinkable to 
tear down the memorial. “First and foremost, it is disrespectful to the veterans 
who made the ultimate sacrifice for their nation and their families who bore the 
brunt of the sacrifice,” Reistad said. “This memorial does not bring harm to 
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anyone. It is merely a way for the families of the 49 men and 
the community at large to remember the heroes who called 
Prince George’s County home.” 

After the arguments, legal scholars suggested that the 
judges seemed to be leaning toward The American Legion's 
side in the case. A ruling is due by July 1. 

However, Shackleford issued caution while bemoaning 
the maligned Lemon test, used to determine if a law violates 
the First Amendment. “It is creating confusion throughout 
the courts, and it is causing these attacks on veterans 
memorials and monuments across the country,” he said. 

“| think the court clearly wants to change that. We'll wait to 
see what they do, but we are encouraged by the way things 
went today.”

The Bladensburg World War | 
Veterans Memorial honors 49 men who 
made the ultimate sacrifice, including: 


= Capt. Henry Lewis Hulbert, 51, 
received the Medal of Honor for 
“distinguished conduct in the presence 
of the enemy” during the second 
Samoan Civil War in 1899. Hulbert, 
considered the Marine Corps’ first 
gunner, was killed during the battle of 
Blanc Mont Ridge on Oct. 4, 1918. He 
posthumously received the Navy Cross 
for his actions in France four months 
earlier, when he braved enemy fire to 
allow delivery of supplies. 


= Pvt. John Henry Seaburn Jr., 20, 
served in the historic 372nd Infantry, 
93rd Division, a segregated unit called 
the Red Hand Division. American 
Legion John Seaburn Post 140 in 
College Park was formed in 1938 and 
held ceremonies at the Bladensburg 
memorial through the early 1990s. 


= Pvt. George Washington Farmer, 
23, and his twin brother, Thomas 
Franklin, enlisted in the Maryland 
National Guard in June 1917. Thomas 
was honorably discharged in May 1918 
due to his wounds. George was killed in 
action in Bois de Consenvoye, France, in 
October 1918. 


= Pvt. Howard H. Morrow, 18, was 
killed in October 1918. He is believed to 
be the youngest member of the 
Maryland National Guard at the time of 
his death. The citation for his 
Distinguished Service Cross says that 
Morrow pushed through “terrific 
machine-gun fire and artillery fire, (and) 
rescued and brought to safety a 
wounded comrade. In the action of the 
next few days he was so severely 
wounded that he died shortly 
afterwards.”

Air Force Lt. Gen. Samuel

Thousands of 
Swedes digitize 
their bodies 


Thousands of Swedish citizens are opting 
to have microchips inserted into their hands. 
“The chips are designed to speed up users’ 
daily routines and make their lives more 
convenient - accessing their homes, offices 
and gyms is as easy as swiping their hands 
against digital readers,” NPR reports. 

The tiny microchips - about the size of a 
grain of rice - can also store emergency 
contact info, social media data, and 
electronic tickets for use at events and on 
public transportation. 

Most users are having the chips inserted at 
the base of their thumbs, on the top side of 
their hands. Although some observers are 
raising concerns about the chips being 
hacked to access health-related information, 
more than 4,000 Swedes have had them 


inserted. The procedure costs about $180.

The U.S. Postal Service has unveiled plans 
to feature the “nation’s brave and loyal 
military working dogs” on a new Forever 
stamp collection in 2019. As CNN reports, the 
stamps will highlight “four breeds that are 
commonly used to serve in the armed forces 
- German shepherd, Labrador retriever, 
Belgian Malinois and Dutch shepherd.” In the 
illustrated mockups of the stamps, the dogs 
“sit on top of a white star with either a red or 
blue background,” CNN notes, adding that 
dogs have served in America’s military since 
World War I, with some 2,300 canines 
currently at work on U.S. bases worldwide.

Editor’s note: Throughout the Great 
War’s centennial, The American Legion 
Magazine will publish excerpts from the 
letters of D.B. “Bernard” Ryan of Albion, 
N.Y., who served as an Army infantry 
officer and helped found American 
Legion Sheret Post 35 in 1919. 


PARIS, MAY 15, 1919 

Your letter touched me very much. As a matter of fact it was 
Sept 28th that | got the piece of shell. | thought | had told you 
all about it. However the 19th Oct was a much more strenuous 
day. | will tell you about it when | come home if | have not 
already done so in my letters. | only went through the 
experience that thousands of others had and | had the good 
fortune to come out safely. Very often | get moments of 
despondency, of regret, that | did not achieve something very 
big in the face of such big opportunities. On the other hand, 
| try to see where | did not do so badly after all. At any rate, 
there were times when for once | forgot self and acted only to 
serve others. Perhaps in general | did that throughout. But the 
war has left me in a peculiar state in many respects. | wonder if 
you will find me changed. | hope that my spirits will come up 
with a bound when | get home. But until | make up my mind on 
a definite course, | am wasting time. The existing opportunities 
for further travel and further world experience which exist right 
here and now tempt me but are resisted because | want to get 
home to you. 


PARIS, MAY 28, 1919 

lam twenty eight - quite an age, isn’t it? | have a great many 
reasons for being happy on this birthday. Happy that the war is 
finished, happy that | have come through it so safely, happy 
that | have had this wonderful opportunity to get better 
acquainted with French life —- but most of all happy that the 
days to pass before | shall see you are not so many now. 

| have just read in the morning paper that | have consented 
to act as Secretary of the American Army Students in France. 
Well, | haven't consented yet (I did not attend their meeting 
yesterday) but it looks now as if | would have to consent. That 
will mean not attending the lectures here during the remaining 
three weeks and will probably mean also the giving up of some 
little excursions which | had planned. So | expect to be rather 
busy from now on - and shall have a desk and an office force at 
the University Union. | am afraid | am not as enthusiastic as 
| ought to be at the prospect. Well, wish me luck anyway - and 
here’s to the day when we meet again!

Communicate with 
school’s veterans office 


Q: My college-age daughter 
receives Chapter 35 benefits due to 
my service-connected injuries. She 
hasn’t received payments since last 
August. I've seen nothing in the 
news or online concerning the 
delay in payment. Can you fill me 
in on the current situation with 
this unpaid benefit? 


A: Before you contact VA regarding the unpaid 
benefit, have your daughter contact the veterans 
office at the school she is attending. The school 
requires student notification that he or she is 
attending. Once the school is notified, it will ensure 
the student’s enrollment information is accurate by 
verifying the dates of classes, check that classes are 
required for her program, and more. The school will 
then certify your daughter's enrollment to VA within 
30 days of notification. If your daughter has 
informed the school and still has not received her 
Chapter 35 benefits, you should contact VA.
